The annual Stuckenberg lecture 
was delivered at 
l l 
o’clock 
this 
morning in Brua chapel before an 
audience of about 200 persons by 
Dr. M ichael Dorisas, 
professor of 
geography 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
The speaker was in­ 
troduced by Dr. d ia r ie s F. Sanders, 
head of the departm ent of philoso­ 
phy at the college. 
Doctor Dorisas spoke interestingly 
of the muddled political and eco­ 
nomic situations in the countries of 
Europe. 
Listing the seven great 
countries of the world he divided 
them into two groups, those that 
have colonics and are "static nations 
satisfied with peace’’ and the "have 
nots," those who lack extensive col­ 
onies and 
are not satisfied with 
peaceful continuance of the present 
situation. 
In the 
first 
group 
he 
placed Russia. England. France and 
the United States, and in the sec­ 
ond he listed Italy, Germany and 
Japan. 
The United S tates is the out­ 
standing nation of the world in the 
production of food stuffs, raw m a­ 
terials, m etals and fuel, the speaker 
said. 
Declaring that Mussolini's three 
reasons for the Ethiopian invasion-- 
settlem ent of colonies, trade and a 
source of tropical products—would 
not “hold water,” 
Doctor 
Dorisas 
gave the Italian ruler s reasons as 
the desire for a "crop of glory, re­ 
venge, practice for his soldiers and 
the desire to divert the minds of thrt 
Italian populace from their troubles 
at home." 
He said that England’s extensive 
program of protection is to prevent 
the M editerranean 
from becoming 
an "Italian lake.” 
Referring to the pathological pa­ 
triotism that is being taught in tho 
"have-not” countries of the world. 
he cited an exam ple in Japan where 
a wife had com m itted .suicide after 
her husband had gone to war so 
that her husband m ight direct his 
full attention to the military activi­ 
ties.

Sacrificial Hulls Are 
Slaughtered for Poor;

Cairo, Egypt. May I (AP).—King 
Fuad I was buried Thursday after 
picturesque ceremonies in a tomb in 
a mosque the late monarch himself 
built over the grave of his mother. 
Wailing increased as the cortege 
reached the mosque, where it halted 
while seven sacrificial 
bulls were 
slaughtered in the roadway in ful­ 
fillment of a burial rite dating from 
the Pharaohs. 
The meat was dis­ 
tributed to the poor. 
Fifty 
women, draped in black 
from head to foot, set up a piercing 
funeral chant aa the coffin was car­ 
ried in the mosque, facing across the 
Nile toward the Sahara Desert.
